LA PAZ, Bolivia, Dec. 15.—The 
Bolivian army has struck back at 


the Paraguayan forces which on 
Dec. 6 captured the Bolivian Fort 
Vanguardia, in the disputed terri- 
tory of Gran Chaco. The new con- 
flict, which resulted in the capture 
of the Paraguayan Fort Boqueron, 
was reported in a terse communi- 
que by the Bolivian Minister of 
War tonight. 

His statement read: 

New Paraguayan aetachments 
having threatened our forts in 
the Chaco, a sanguinary clash. 
occurred. Our forces, after pun- 
ishing our opponents, “occupied 
Fort Boqueron. The army has 


. done its duty. 


R. SUAREZ, Minister of War. 
“Duty to Exact Satisfaction.” 
Besides this statement, an of- 
ficial communique was issued to- - 
night, saying: “After the outrage 
On our army at Fort Vanguardia, 
without ever forgetting our in- 


ternational duties and our sworn 


faith to maintain peace, as we in- 
formed the Council of the League 
of Nations, Bolivia has the un- 
escapable duty to exact satisfac- 
tion and at the same time prevent 
recurrence of clashes which 
seem possible owing to the con- 
centration by Paraguay of new 
forces, including its General Staff. 
Our legitimate fears have been 
realized.” 

Amid cheers, President Siles and 
his Cabinet announced tonight to 
Congress that Bolivian troops, after 
a bloody combat, were in possession 
of the Paraguayan Fort Boqueron. 
The Congressmen cheered the 
President at the conclusion of the 
announcement, assuring the na. 
tion's leader of their loyalty. The 
populace of the city, on hearing 
the news of the capture of the fort, 


staged an enthusiastic demonstra- 


tion. 

Crowd of 30,000 Gathers. 
Approximately 15 minutes after 
receipt of the news here that Fort 
Boqueron had been captured, «a 
crowd estimated at 30,000 assem-" 
bled in front of the President's pal- 
ace and shouted for the appearance 
of Siles. 

The balconies of the palace and 
neighboring buildings were lined 
with officiala of the Government 
when the Prosident, accompanied 
by his Cabinet, appeared before the 
cheering crowd. 

President Siles, in a brief speech. 
praised the loyalty of the Bolivians 
and their courage in capturing Bo- 
queron. 

“In taking the fort.” he said. 
“they gave a splendid example of 
Bolivian patriotism. It was in line 
with the never-failing traditions of 
this country, and this patriotism 
should be maintained with coolness

POLISH MINISTER 
CLASH IN COUNCIL 


Former Furiously Defends | 


Rights of Minorities 
Whom Zaleski Says Men- 
ace Poland’s Peace. 


BRIAND INDIRECTLY 
BACKS GERMAN VIEW 


‘Big Three’ Announce Con- 
versations on Reparations 
and Evacuation Will Be 
Continued.

LUGANO, Switzerland, Dec. 15. 


—What Foreign Minister Briand 
of France tonight called a “clap of 
thunder” broke over the closing 
public session of the Fifty-third 


Council of the League of Nations , 


this afternoon in a bitter clash be- 
tween Foreign Minister Stresemann 
of Germany and Foreign. Minister 
Zaleski of Poland. 

The storm burst during discus- 
sion of the treatment of German 
minorities in Polish Upper Silesia. 

It was felt generally in league 
circles that only the adroitness of 
Briand, as presiding officer, pre- 
vented the situation from develop- 
ing into a genuine crisis within the 
League itself, for Dr. Stresemann 
went even to the extent of threat- 
ening, by implication, Germany's 
resignation from the League. 


Clashes With Stresemann. 


Zaleski accused the Germans In 
Silesia of fomenting agitation 
against the Polish State and by 
their political activities actually 
endangering peace. 

Stresemann, trembling with an- 
ger, pounded the table and shouted 
at Zaleski in German: “Enough! 
Enough!” 

When finally he himself was 

called upon to speak he accused 
Zaleski of seeking to open old 
wounds and said that if the right 
of freely appealing to the League 
were denied minorities, one of the 
main reasdns for the League’s ex- 
istence would have disappeared. 
* In thé “intervening discussion 
just before adjournment of the 
Council, Briand made a statement 
which has highly pleased the Ger- 
mans from Dr. Stresemann down, 
so much so that it is regarded by 
them as a powerful affirmation of 
Franco-German understanding. 


Briand Backs German View. 


_ “Nothing,” said the French For- 
eign Minister, “can ever induce the 
Council or the League to abandon 
the sacred cause of minorities.” 

He urged giving careful atten- 
tion to every petition and of seek- 
ing swifter methods of treatment. 

Dr. Stresemann made himself 
champion before the League of 
minority peoples now living under 
different flags in consequence of 
the repartition of Europe after the 
World War. The Germans later 
said he expected to return to Ber- 
lin with his political position great- 
ly strengthened there, Briand’s 
indirect support.of the German po- 
sition on minorities is deemed so 
important that the Germans bhe- 
lieve it will serve to appease the 
minorities, Who number about 40,- 
000,000 throughout Europe, as a 
whole. 

Just after final adjournment of 
the fifty-third sesion of the Coun- 
cil, the “big three,” Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, Briand and Dr. 
Stresemann, made public an’ op- 
timistic communique stating that 
conversations concerning repara- 
tions and evacuations of the Rhine- 
land would be continued in pur- 
suance of the old spirit of co-opera- 
tion and with the determination to 
reach aS soon as possible a com- 
plete settlement of the. difficulties 
arising from the war.

Following is the text of the ap- 
peal; 

“The Council has taken cogniz- 
ance of the telegram of, Dec. 12, 
addressed to it by the Minister of 
Bolivia in Paris and communicat- 
ing in the name of his Government 
a detailed statement of events lead- 
ing up to a dispute between Bo- 
livia and Paraguay. 

“The Council has also taken ac- 
count of a telegram’ of Dec. § 14, 
signed by the President and Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs of Bolivia. 
This telegram contains in particu- 
lar the following declaration, “The 
Council of the League may rest as- 
sured that Bolivia will not depart 
from the principles and obligations 
contained in the covenant of the 
League.’ 

“The Council has studied with 
closest attention the statement of 
your Government’s point of view. 
It is glad to find this proof of at- 
tachment of Bolivia to the princi- 
ples and obligations of the coven- 
ant and is thereby led to hope the 
parties will carefully av@id all acts 
which would make it more diffi- 
cult to ensure pacific solution. 


Calls Attention to Covenant. 


“In closing today its fifty-third 
ordinary session at Lugano, it ex- 
presses its firm conviction that the 
obligations of the covenant will be 
fulfilled. It recalls that if there 
should arise between two members 
of the League of Nations a dispute 
likely to lead to rupture, they can- 
not, without breaking their en- 
gagements and in particular the 
stipulation of article 12 of the 
covenant, fail to have recourse by 
one method or another to one of 
the procedures for pacific settle- 
ment provided for in the covenant.

HOOVER HAS TALK 
WITH PARAGUAY 3 
BOUNDARY AGENT 


Whether They Discussed 
Dispute With Bolivia Not 
Disclosed — Visitor Sees 
Buenos Aires Piers. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 15.—Her- 
bert Hoover, President-elect of the 
United States, today talked with 
Eusebio Ayala, former President 
of Paraguay, who came here fre- 
cently as chairman of the Para- 
guayan delegation to the commis- 
sion which has been seeking a so- 
lution of his country’s boundary 
dispute with Bolivia. 

The greatest importance is at- 
tached here to the conversation, al- 
though it is officially said that both 
limited themselves to generalities. 
It is certain that the Bolivian-Para- 
guayan difficulties were discussed, 
with the view that the United 
States might ultimately offer its 
good offices if the principals failed 
to settle the dispute. It is unknown 
what Hoover’s reaction to today’s 
developments will be, but it is 
thought certain that he will formu- 
late a policy in this connection be- 
fre he departs tomorrow morning 
for Montevideo at 8 o’clock. 

Hoover remainéd this morning at 
the home of Ambassador Bliss, 
resting from the strenuous pro- 
gram of yesterday. There were a 
number of callers, ¢ash of whom 
had a few words with the distin- 
guished visitor. 

Tour of Inspection of Port. 
The luncheon today was given by 
Jose Canilo, Mayor of Buenos 
Aires. Thirty guests were present, 
made up of national and municipal 
officials and members of the diplo- 
matic corps, 

Following the Mayor's lunch- 
eon, Hoover returned to Ambas- 
sador Bliss’s home shortly before 
3 o'clock. After an houwr’s rest, he 
was taken for a sight-seeing trip 
in motor launches around Buenos 
Aires’ new and old port works. 
Hoover was then takén to the 
City Hall, where he received a gold 
medal as the gift of the municipal- 
ity. Then he went to the Cathedral 
and deposited a wreath on the 
tomb of the Argentine liberator, 
Gen, Jose de San Martin, a statue 
of whom stands in Judiciary 
Square in Washington. 

One of Hoover's pleasant experi- 
ences today was the exchange ef 
messages with Secretary of State 
Kellogg in Washington over a spe- 
cial hookup of radio and telegraph 
lines. 

Long-Distance Exchange. 
Hoover opened the conversation 
by. saying: “I have the unique op- 
portunity of direct commynication 
with you through the Courtesy of 
the Argentine telegraph service, I 
wish to report to the President and 
yourself the most courteous and en- 
thusiastic welcome and reception 
by the President and the people of 
the Argentine. 

“They, at,every hand, show the 
most genuine friendliness. The 
Government, the press and the 
people alike haye joined to indi- 
cate their good will towards our 
Government, and our people.” 
Kellogg said: 

“The President and I are very 
much gratified by the enthusiastic 
and splendid reception which you 
have received from the President 
and the people of the Argentine. 
This reception demonstrates to the 
people of the United States the ties 
of friendship between our two 
countries. Will you please convey 
to the President and officials of 
the Argentine the sincere thanks 
of the President and the people of 
the United States for this splendid 
reception and demonstration of 
good will.” 


To this Hoover replied: “We

The difference between the two 
houses on the score of power rights 
is one of the points about’ to be 
taken up by a conference commit- 
tee. It is expected that the House 
conferees will accept the Senate 
version of the measure, that the 
conference report will then be ap- 
~roved by both houses, and the 
mcasure as adjusted be signed by 
the President, 

Measure a Compromise, 

The Senate bill represents a com- 
promise between those who, like 
Norris of Nebraska, would have 
made Government construction and 
operation of the power plant man- 
datory, and those who, like Reed 

Pennsylvania, prefer to keep 
the Government entirely out of the 
power field. 

Astest was provided by the vote 
upon ah ‘amendment offered by 
Reed of Pennsylvania. This did 
not seek to take away the option 
granted by the bill to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, but it did seek 
to commit the Senate to the policy 
that the Government should go into 
the power business only as a last 
resort. The amendment was 
warmly opposed in debate by John- 
son, .co-author of the bill, Nor- 
ris, Borah and others. 

Norris declared that the power 
Plant was an integral part of the 
Boulder Dam project; that to sep- 
arate the project and “farm it out 
piece meal” would be uneconomi- 
cal and inefficient. 

“If the Government of the United 
States,”’ he said, “is going into this 
business at all, then it is the most 
economical thing for the Govern- 
ment to build the entire work, for 
electrical development and every- 
thing else, as one great unit. We 
ought not to use the money of the 
people to construct the property 
and then let out to private people 
for private gain something that will 
come as an incident to the expendi- 
ture of public funds.” 

Reed’s amendment was beaten 
by a vote of 53 to 24. Hawes of 
Missouri voted for it and Reed of 
Missouri against it. 

Borah’s Objection Stated. 

Borah then proposed an amend- 
ment to make Government con- 
struction and operation of the 
power plant obligatory. This was 
what Norris and others of the 
liberal group had been fighting for, 
and Norris rallied strongly to its 
support. Referring to what he 
called a “whispering psi en 
that, if the Borah amendment were | 
adopted, the President would veto, 
the bill, the Nebraska Senator | 
called upon the Senate to put the | 
issue up to the President.

T HE year previous Sullivan’s 


drawn battle of 39 rounds with 
Charley Mitchell of England 
had foreshadowed the end of his 
ring prowess. After this battle, | 


which was fought on an estate in| 


France, wild with disappointment | 
over his poor showing against his | 
smaller and lighter opponent, John | 
L. plunged into the most prolonged | 
debauch of his title-bearing days. | 
After months of mad dissipation 
in England he came back to New| 
York so broken in health he had| 
to be carried ashore. 

At the sight of him Sullivan's) 
backers. who had bound themselves 
to a stake of $10,000 for their man 
to defend his title against Jake Kil- 
rain, were ready to forfeit this 
money rather than send John I. 
into the ring to go through the for- 
mality of tossing off his laurels. 

And then Muldoon, a figure of 
national fame as undefeated 
wrestling champion and his sym- 
metrical proportions hailed by 
sculptors and painters as the finest 
living specimen of athletic man- 
hood. made the worried backers of 
Sullivan a daring proposition. He 
agreed to take the broken man and 
put him in shape to defeat the 
dangerous Jake Kilrain. If he suc- 
ceeded. then Muldon was to claim 
the forfeit money. And if he failed. 
then his work was to be for noth- 
ing and in addition he was to un- 
dertake all of his training expenses 
at his own cost. 

So Muldoon came back home 
and brought Sullivan with him. 
And in this hitherto unheard of

It Is Time for Action. 
* To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HE smoke nuisance has ceased to be 


“something to talk about.” It has as- 
* sumed the form of a menace to life and 
property. If the City “Dads” are domi- 
nated with the Spirit of St. Louis it 
geems that the time for action has ar- 
rived. People who, like myself, have 
been residents of St. Louis for a couple 
of years or more, deplore the attitude 
of the City Administration as regards 
the “smog” situation. We have expend- 
ed two million dollars for lights, we 
have one of the best lighting systems in 
the world, and the poorest illumination. 
Our lungs are coated with soot and our 
nostrils are filled with sulphur, we can 
neither see nor breathe comfortably. We 
maintain more laundries and cleaning es- 
tablishments than any other city in the 
United States of like size. Even our civic 
. pride is besmirched, trees, flowers and 
-ghrubbery, even the birds are barely able 
‘to lve on account of the sulphurous 
' fumes.

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THOUGHT AS NEWS. 


“The stream of thought is the most important thing 
in any age,” says the Cleveland Press, speaking of 
the fiftieth anniversary number of the Post-Dispatch, 
and it commends the paper for making the thought 
of leading men everywhere the great news feature of 
that number. “What these men think is news, and 
not a news editor in the country but would gladly 
print it, even though it came by wire or across the 
'sea,” says the Press. 
| , There is very general agreement with this view 
among journalists and publicists, who generally ac- 
claim our recognition that there are two great news 
domains, one of thought and one of action, “What 
men do is, of course, news, but it is only the overt 
and physical expression of what they think, which is 
even more important news,” says the Press. To which 
‘the Milwaukee Journal adds: “An fdea dominated 
the anniversary number—the idea of making an issue 
of surpassing interest today and of ever increasing 
interest through the years.” 

That was precisely what the Post-Dispatch had in 
mind. The World War stretched the minds of men 
everywhere. Wo first said it was a great evil, but 
not all the men who contributed to the anniversary 
number think so. It was news of the first impor- 
tance to learn that in the opinion of some of them 
the war roused men everywhere out of an intellectual 
sloth which had been deepening for hundreds of 
years. The world knew very little in the opulence 
and ease of the pre-war period about the men who 
are speaking to it now. It had little consciousness 
of their existence, whether Holtzapfel was this or 
Von Kayserling that, or whether Wells spoke well 
or Inge ill; but that was all changed by the war. 
Europe, as these men assure us, is thinking. Her 
literature of thought is the most prolific in centuries. 
What did the war mean? Not, if we may believe 
some of these thinkers, what most of us thought. 
Its roots lay deep in human history. Not the Kais- 
er’s swashbuckling, but the way of life in 
Europe for generations, caused the war. It was 
enough to make Europe think. 

We have had a similar stirring of the mind in 
America. It revealed to us what we probably had 
not suspected, that American philosophy is well 
abreast of that of Europe. It is Prof. James Harvey 
Robinson, whose “Mind in the Making” was one of 
the sensations of the post-war period, that tells us 
this. We had supposed that America was wholly 
material, but the era of thought induced by the war 
did not show this to be true. It discovered to us 
the Robinsons, Beards, Deweys, Santayanas and Du- 
rants, who have stirred our minds as they had not 
been stirred since the intellectual ferment led by 
Jefferson, Hamilton, Payne and the men who made 
the American republic. Holtzapfel is not at all dis- 
mayed by our materialism. It is, he says, a passing 
phase. We will think in due time, he says. Thought 
will remake us, and through us our fresher and 
more wholesome American philosophy will remake 
the world. It was not true that we failed intel- 
lectually in the great opportunity that was ours at 
the close of the World War, says H. G. Wells. We 
were not ready for such a test, and it will be some 
time before we are intellectually up to the great 
mission which is to be ours. 

That was what the Post-Dispatch wanted to get at. 
It did get at it, and we ought all to be cheered by this 
news. We are not, because we have much money 
and want more, a doomed people. Men have always 
been so. They have never had enough, nor have 
they ever fail@l at length to see that in materialism 
there is no such thing as enough. It is then they 
turn to the finer spiritual things of life, with its re- 
finements of feeling, its good tastes and its better 
manners, its arts and its graces—and so it will be 
with us. 

What news could be greater than that?

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THE MAGIC OF LAND. 

St. Louis has just been visited by two good-will 
delegates from Ireland who have been making a tour 
of our larger cities. One of those guests, W. Mc- 
Clelland Martin, is an Ulsterman from Belfast; the 
other, D. B. Buckley, a free-stater from Dublin. That 
fact is of itself significant of the new day in Ireland. 
The story they tell of Ireland's transformation from 
hideous strife and dreadful poverty to serenity and 
prosperity is one to refresh the faith of all believers 
in the golden creed of liberty and justice. 

The same story has been told by impartial wit- 
nesses. An artjcle by Isaac F. Marcosson in a recent 
number of the Saturday Evening Post discussed the 
subject in detail, with great enthusiasm and sympa- 
thetic discernment. The hydroelectric plant on the 
Shannon, that river of song and legend, was described 
at length. The measures of the Free State Govern- 
ment for the promotion of agriculture, or, rather, for 
solving the pressing problems of the farmer, were 
itemized and analyzed and the happy results re 
corded. So, too, with road construction, education, 
housing shortage and other difficulties which have 
confronted so many governments. 

But the basic secret of Ireland's material renais- 
géance lies in the land—in the Irishman’s right to 
buy and own his land, and the gradual extermination 
of Ireland’s most voracious tyranny, the absentee 
landlord. Denial of that right of landownership was 
the infamy which inspired such Irish leaders as 
Davitt, Parnell and Redmond—an infamy which 
practically expatriated Irish men on their own soil. 

That racial, elemental yearning for the land, which 
in Ireland has a background of 700. bloody years, 
accounts for many of history’s convulsions. Russia 
and Mexico are today’s witnesses to that verity, and 
the confiscation of the people’s property turned the 
splendor of Versailles into a shambles. Here in our 
own country the steadily dwindling farm owner and 
the multiplication of the tenant-farmer is one of the 
disturbing omens. 

The Ireland of today which sends her representa- 
tives here, not on a mission of alms-seeking, but as 
spokesmen of prosperity who are inviting American 
tourists to their happy island, owes her new and 
proud estate largely to the fact that Irishmen have 
at last come into their promised land.

The Theater in Red Russia 


How the cultural transformation ushered in by the revolution has manifested itself in 
the Russian theater; the Moscow Art Theater, the Kamerny Theater and oth- 
ers are portraying Russia's new life and political structure; besides these, thou- 
sands of trade union little theaters are scattered throughout the land echoing the 


cultural renaissance. 


From the Soviet Union Review. 


T HE Russian people intended their rev- 

Olution to usher in a thorough cu!- 
tural transformation. ‘The effects of this 
Zigantic historical effort have been felt in 
all branches of the Russian theater, from 
the most conservative to the most experi- 
mental. 

The Moscow Art Theater, organized by 
Stanislavsky and Nemirovitch-Danchenko in 
1898. developed artistically on the work3 
of Shakspeare. Tolstoy, Gutzkov, Ibsen, 
Hauptmann and Chekhov. It carried nai- 
uralism to its highest point. he unsuc- 
cessful revolution of 19305 plunged ths 
theater into symbolism, and. Chekhov be: 
came its favorite dramatist. Throughout 
the reactionary years 1906-1915, Stanie- 
lavsky's troupe performed Chekhov's “Se- 
gull,” Andreyev’s “Life of Man,” Hamsuns 
“Drama of Life,” and-Maeterlinck’s “Blue- 
bird,’’ mirroring the disillusion, despair and 
impotence of the defeated intelligentsia. 

The 1917 Revolution, profoundly chanr- 
ing the life of the Russian people, nation- 
alized the theaters of the country. “he 
new audiences, steeled by the civil Wars, 
were indifferent to introspection, and were 
passionately intent on creating a better 
world. For a while the Moscow Art Theatcr 
failed to respond to the needs of the new 
times; it continued to play Chekhov ar 
Maeterlinck. In 1922, Stanislavsky's troupe 
toured Europe and the United States, where 
it had a phenomenal artistic success. On 
its return to the Soviet Union, it begun 
to acknowledge the changes that had taken 
place. In 1925-26, it produced Bulgakov's 
“‘Days of the Turbins,” dealing with a fani- 
ily of Tsarist officers during the civil wars. 
There was widespread objection to the 
counter-revolutionary spirit which pervaded 
the play; nevertheless, the Soviet Govern- 
ment did not suppress it, and it ran f«r 
about two years.

These two years, however, brought the 
Moscow Art Théater cloger to the life of 
the people, and the next play it produce-i 
reflected something of the contemporary 
spirit. The “Armored Train,” by Vsevoled 
Ivanov, deals with an incident in the civil 
wars, in which the Reds and Whites stru:- 
gie for the possession of an armored train. 
The train symbolizes machinery, through 
the control of which the workers are to 
emancipate themselves. The guerilla war 
fare, portrayed on the stage with strikiic 
naturalism, results in a victory for tur 
Reds. The Moscow Art Theater continues 
to play its old repertoire, tut has added 
new plays portraying the new Russia. Its 
technique continues to be considered the 
best naturalism in the world theater. M. 
Joseph Wood Krutch, an American critic 
who visited Moscow recently, has referred 
to “the magnificent melodrama, the ‘Ar- 
mored Train,” acted with superb skill ard 
staged with consummate art.”

The most important of the Moscow Art 
Theater studios bears the name of Vakh- 
tangov, one of the most gifted Russian di- 
rectors. Vakhtangow was profoundly af. 
tected by the 1917 Revolution, which he 
accepted wholeheartedly. “Art,” he said, 
“must go with the people: the artist must 
rise to the people.” Vakhtangov worked 
with the Commissariat of Education, under 
Lunacharsky; and took charge of the Come- 
missariat's department of theatrical direce- 
tors, through which he organized the Peo- 
ple’s Theater. Hie came to believe that 
naturalism Was incompatible with the new 
order, and revised his productions in thet 
spirit. Every play, Vakhtangoy esserte.j, 
must be given a special form, “must b3 
viewed from a contemporary standpoint and 
must be produced by the characteris*ic 
methods of a theatrical collectively, 

The “Kamerny Theater,” directed hy 
Tairov, developed as a reaction against the 
two dominant tendencies in the contempur- 
ary Russian theater: Stanislavsky’s natural. 
ism and Meyerhold’s conventionalism. I), 
Stanisiavsky's theater, the playwright fur- 
nishes the moods and ideas, and the actor 
is the mere mouthplece of these moods ari 
ideas. Formal discipline is relegated tu 
the background, and the troupe is almost 
wholly dependent on the playwright. For 
Meytrhold, on the other hand, not mools 
and ideas, but the ®@sethetic convention. is 
the main thifg. The actor is a detail in 
a plastic pattern; emotional expression is 
forbidden, and the production is dependens 
above all om the scenic artist and the .iij- 
Tairoy, in the Kamerny Theater, 
eqteht to combine these two methods.

Con- 
temporary life is reflected by the Blue 
Biouse troupes, of which there are about 
10,000.

Says St. Louis 
Has Maximum 
Radio Service 


In a letter to George C. Sears, 
regretting his imability to address 
the St. Louis Electrical Board of 
Trade, Federal Radio Commissioner 
O. H. Caldwell has the following 
to say about the local broadcast- 
ing situation: 

Your vicinity has been provided 
with the maximum of radio service 
possible under the 1928 Radio act 
of Congress, which ;equired the 
Radio Commission to transfer to 
other parts of the nation wave- 
lengths hitherto in use in Missouri. 

“As you and members are doubt- 
less aware, only a limited number 
of wavelengths or channels can > 
used for broadcastin~-, and these, 
by the 1928 Radio act (Davis 
amendment) the commission is or- 
dered to redistribute equally among 
all the citizens of the nation—that 
is, to states according to popula- 
tion. : 

“Of course, this has meant that 
from certain sections heretofore en- 
joying an excess or high degree of 
radio service provided by enterpris- 
ing broadcasters, wavelengths have 
had to be withdrawn, and these 
transferred to less favored states 
and sections. The Middle West and 
the East have thus particularly

A primary principle with this 
company is that It must not show 
discrimination, and we can not 
give such’ free service t:. one 
charitable enterprise without 
giving it to all. 

Employes Give $486. 

Of course, we all know that 
any free transportation amounts 
to a contribution by the car 
riders, and we have never and 
do not feel that we should de- 
termine for .the car. riders 
in what instances they should 
make even minute contributions 
to charity. 

Accordingly, I write this letter 
to tell you that this year the 
company cannot carry children 
free as in 1™ past.

CHRISTIAN ART FOUND 
N TURKISH MOSQUE 


— 


Angora Government to Permit 
Work, Whitewash Removed, 
to Stay, Setting Precedent. 


By the Associated Press. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 13.— 
Turkish workmen, scratching at 
the interior wall of an ancient 
mosque, have uncovered a treas- 
ure of importance to the Christian 
world and universal art. It is an 
exquisite mosaic depicting the 
death of the Virgin Mary, which 
has lain hidden under Mosiem 


whitewash for 50% years. 

This mosaic, the finest existing 
example of Byzantine art of the 
fourteenth century and worth hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, has 
been brought to light accidentally 
in the shabby little mosque of Kah- 
rie, on the outskirts of Constan- 
tinople, near the famous Byzantine 
walls. Honor is due to the new 
Turkey that discove did not re- 
sult in annihilation. 

The workmen who were replas- 
tering the interior of the mosque 
reported the glint of gold which 
they had uncovered to the religious 
authorities, who notified the Na- 
tional Museum, whose experts were 
sent at onee to complete the un- 
covering ef the mosaic. Once dis- 
closed in all its glery of fcrm and 
color, the next step was to ask An- 
gora what to do about this picture 
of the mother of Christ dead on 
her bier clustered about by saints 
and angels high on the wall of a 
Moslem mosque. 

Angora, seat of revolutionary 
Turkey, has replied that the mosaic 
is to remain where it Is and Is to be 
preserved with the utmost care. 

Thus for the first time in history 
Moslems will worship beneath the 
shadow of images, the representa- 
tion of which fur centuries has 
been prohibited by the Moslem re- 
ligion. This decision probably will 
result in the uncovering of the 
whitewashed mosaics in St. Sophia

In September the youth, who is 
a blacksmith’s apprentice, began 
falling into trances and delivering 
himself of mystical utterances. His 
half incomprehensible words, and 
the supernatural light in which he 
appeared to be bathed at such 
times, overawed the simple villag- 
ers. Their tales of the phenome- 
non spread throughout the neigh- 
borhood, drawing curious visitors 
to the place. On ordinary days

The choruses were prepared for 
their work by the scholarly Charles 
Galloway, and since the first of 
this month have been rehearsing 
directly under Mr. Oberhoffer. 
who is delighted with the material 
they provide and the progress they 
have made. 

Helen Traubel, 2 St. Louis girl, 
has appeared with the orchestra 
as soloist both of popular and reg- 
wiar concerts with great success. 
She has also sung with the New 
York Philharmonic, the Philadel- 
phia, and the Minneapolis orches- 
tras and been soloist of the Sta- 
dium concerts in New York—with 
both popular and critical acclaim.

For more than 31 years Bee- 
thoven carried in his head a plan 
to set to music Schiller’s “Ode to 
Joy” which has inspired him in his 
youthful days at Bonn. His note- 
books trace the development of the 


idea throughout the years from 
1792 until 1823 when the work 
was finally composed. In the 
task he faced the greatest artistic 
problem of his career—that of 
bringing the voice into the or- 
chestral symphony. There are more 
than 200 versions of the principal 
theme of the setting to Schiller’s 
words, before the task is com- 
pleted. Meantime the composer, 
who had years before jost his hear- 
ing was threatened with greater 
affliction for his eyes bothered 
him terribly in the days he was 
at work upon this task. 

There have been other “choral” 
symphonies, but none has under- 
taken a task like Beethoven's and 
of course, none has approached 
the genius that is herein revealed 
when Beethoven with the mighty 
resources of his orchestra and 
choir sings the song of Joy for so 
many years obsessed him and which 
his sorrow-darkened life, rarely if 
ever actually experienced. in that 
work Wagner found the inspiration 
for all his development of opera 
into music-drama, for he held that 
Beethoven had exhausted the form 
of the sympbony with this monu- 
mental work and carried it over 
into a newer and greater region 
of music by the addition of the 
human voice. There are many 
musicologists who believe that 
had Beethoven lived longer he 
would have carried on from this 
into a realm of vocal 
composition in which he would 
have been as unapproached and 
unapproachable as he is in sym- 
phony and in his later quartets. 

With ‘the Ninth Symphony the 
program offers one of the most 
charming novelties of the sym- 
phonic year in Dittersdorf’s “The 
War of Human Passions” a brief 
thing in which the composer who 
was a contemporary of Haydn and 
Mozart. presents the dominant 
passions an characteristics of 
certain types of humankind.

ture was now under way. The 

group had plays and officials. 
Only two slight things prevented 
them from going ahead. They had 
no theater and no money. The 
first difficulty was solved when the 
French players under Jacques 
Copéau, moved out of the Garrick 
Theater on Thirty-fifth street: the 
second was not so easy to solve. 
However, with the daring which 
characterized their enterprise, the 
Guild planned to produce the first 
two plays, including rent and all 
other expenses, with about $2000. 
This was taking a big chance in a 
city where phys which fail to 
make $8000 a week are taken off 
the boards. 

Nevertheless, the first two plays 
of the Theater Guild were actually 
produced at a cost of $2000. This 
feat Was again a triumph for the 
Guild’s principle of co-operation. 
Instead of selling stock to coupon- 
clippers, the Guild decided to in- 
vite the public into their enter- 
prise. A subscription membership 
was started. For $5 the Guild 
promised each subscriber a ticket 
for two plays to be given that sea- 
son. A hundred New Yorkers 
turned up with $5 apiece as a 
mark of confidence in the aims 
and methods of the Guild. 

With the $500 obtained from its 
first 100 subscribers the Guild be- 
gan its career as the first co-op- 
erative Art Theater in New York. 
They were poor, but they were for- 
tunate in having directors and 
actors with vision and ideals, who 
demanded no high salaries. In 
fact, the first year there were no 
salaries at all. 


Nec YORK’S dramatic adven- 


terest,’’ the first play put on by 

the Guild, cost $19.75. Bil 
Moon, the property man, and 
George Brousseau, the stage car- 
penter of the Garrick Theater, had 
bought the old scenery left by 
Jacques Copeau'’s French players. 
The Guild members chopped it up, 
and Rollo Peters, the play director 
and Lee Simonson, the scenic art- 
ist, worked over it until if was in 
shape to serve as the setting for 
the Spanish comedy. When “John 
‘Ferguson” was produced next, the 
setting and props cost $5.20. The 
same scenery was again chopped 
up: and this time the _ director 
brought the curtains from his own 
home to serve as part of the set- 
ting. 

“Ronds of Interest” was'a fail- 
ure. It ran for three weeks and 
lost money steadily. It was a se- 
vere test of the group's idealism, 
but they stood the test well. They 
put on “John Ferguson,” a tragedy, 
in May, the season of bedroom 
farce and musical comedy. The 
venture was ridiculed—but “John 
Ferguson” was a success, one night 
say a sensation.

Off Key West. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The 
door which opens for science in the 
tropical sea around Loggerhead 
Key in the Dry Tortugas, 70 miles 
west of Key West, is closed until 
spring. The knowledge of life 
which it gives up, however, re- 
mains throughout the fall and win- 
ter with a selected group of scien- 
tists who go there in the spring 
and summer to pursue their stud- 
ies. 

This portal into the mysterious 
deep is the laboratory of marine 
life which has been maintained by 
Carnegie Institution of Washington 
in the Tortugas for the last 25 
years with accommodations for 12 
scientists and eight assistants. 
From it have come many notable 
contributions to the knowledge of 
physiology, regeneration, embryol- 
ogy, cell structure and action, be- 
havior of protoplasm, the life cy- 
cles of many organisms, and even 
the geology and paleontology of the 
West Indies, 

Established under the direction 
of the late Dr. Alfred G. Mayor, 
one-time assistant of Alexander 
Agassiz and authority on the jelly 
fish, it is now in charge of Prof. W. 
H. Longley of Goucher College, 
noted investigator of the habits 
and coloration of fish and other 
marine organisms. He has spent 
more than 3000 hours in the 
strange, untroubled, richly colored 
world 30 or 40 feet beneath the 
surface of the water, and knows 
it so intimately that he can direc‘ 
the visiting scientists and assis- 
tants where to look for any speci- 
mens they desire for study. Boat 
and diving equipment are provided 
for the purposes, 

“Gently as a feather one comes 
to rest on ocean floor, so nearly 
balanced is he between depressing 
weight and supporting buoyancy,” 
a visitor relates. “Quickly the 
realization comes that in a mo- 
ment of time one has entered a 
world where his sense of values 
must be reconstructed. 

“He looks upward, but sees no 
sky. He gazés outward, but even 
under’ the most favorable condi- 
tions, 50 feet marks the limit of 
his horizon. No sharp contrasts 
of light and shade are to be ob- 
served for the all-pervading illu- 
mination, diffused as it is, softens 
every Outline and angularity and 
shrouds every object in a peculiar 
mysterious haze. 

“One isn’t even conscious that it 
is wet. He stretches his hand 
toward a great coral-head tower- 
ing beside him. It is beyond the 
sweep of his arm. He attempts to 
place his foot on a bit of jutting 


coral, but misses it entirely. Gor- 
gonians (a coral-like form) and 
other growths, ankle high when 


viewed from the boat, strike him 
at waist or shoulder or overtop him 
altogether. 

“Not until one enters the world 
of the fishes does he realize that, 
in sharp contrast with conditions 
in his own world, these finny crea- 
tures can practically disregard 
gravity. Perhaps, however, one is 
most surprised at the calmness of 
the reception afforded him by the 
inhabitants of the submarine 
world. 

“Nature has taught fish which 
live in the shallows that thé ene- 
mies which are to be feared most 
are those, like the sea-birds, which 
attack from above. Consequently 
when a person approaches them 
walking on the sea bottom, they 
swim lazily about him and idly 
nose him over.” 


GHOSTS. OF THREE HEADLESS. 
WOMEN FEARED IN MANILA 


Painting White Cross on Door Said 
to Avert Fatal Disease Spread 
by Sisters. 

MANILA, Dec. 14.—Fear of three 
black-robed, headless sisters, who, 
superstition says, are spreadinzs 
death in Manila and its suburbs, 
has caused thousands of Filipinos 
to mark the front doors of their 
homes with white crosses. 

The story of the headless sister-, 
who are called the Tatlong Marias, 
or Three Marys, began to circula‘e 
a few weeks ago. It spread like 
wild fire, and today fully 75 per 
cent of the homes in and aroun 
Manila are marked with crosses. 

According to those who have 
placed the crosses on their doors, 
the sisters are making night.y 
calls, and the person who answers 
their knock at the door will be 
stricken with a fatal illness. But 
if a white cross is on the door the 
sisters will pass by. 

The story of the three sisters 
has had the. effect of curbing 
neighborly visits in the evening 
Fearing that they might find the 
dreaded phantoms on their thres‘- 
old, people answer knocks at the 
door after nightfall only with tie 
greatest of reluctance. 

Even more incredulous, and also 
more serious, is a superstition dis- 
closed in a recent Philippine Con- 
stabulary report from Davao, Min- 
danao, in the southern part of the 
archipelago. ‘

LADY ASTOR DENOUNCES 
MODERN EQUALITY CRAZE 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—Lady Astor, 
addressing an audience of Con- 
servative party members recently, 
referred to what she termed the 
modern craze for equality, and 
added that her children were not 
equal. She said: “The parents 
are the same, but the children are 
not, and I cannot blame the Gov- 
ernment for that.

AFOOT ON OLIVE 


Transfer Is Occasioned by 
Widening of Theresa for 
Boulevard. 


Transfer to the city of St. Louis 
is recorded of 30 feet embracing 
the southwest corner of Theresa 


avenue and Olive street for a stated 
consideration of $30,308, or at the 
rate of $1000 a foot for an Olive 
street frontage of 30 feet. Con- 
veyanec was made by W. L. Bar- 
nard, the former owner. 

The plot is in the tract to be 
taken in the widening of @heresa. 
It extends through to the property 


on Lindell boulevard, now owned 
by the city and recently opened up 
for traffic in the Lindell-Theresa 
cutoff. When this $30 feet is 
thrown into Theresa it will give 
Theresa at this point a width of 
90 feet and should greatly relieve 
the serious traffie congestion at 
Theresa, Olive and Lindell.

We are prone indeed 
to confuse them both 
with bold adventurers 
ind . executives, with 
nen who make. rec- 
ords or who merel) 
carry out orders 
and direct opera- 
tions. We live, 
in America, lives 
so untouched by 
the discipline of 
the service that, while we recognize 
and admire heroism, we are some- 
what in the dark concerning the na- 
ture, the limits and the profound 
significance of command. 

To command a ship, under our mod- 
ern conditions, when a ship is a huge 
multicellular steel structure contain- 
ing a vast aggregation of interrelated 
mechanism, requires the same quali- 
ties which distinguished the master of 
the homely sailing vessel. Modern 
improvements are problems for the 
executives, To the commander, 
whether he makes his signals by flags, 
by semaphore, by Morse light or by 
radio is immaterial. He is no more 
expected to comprehend the highly 
technical apparatus of the latter sys- 
tem than he would be expected to in- 
terfere with the baffling complexities 
of a modern engineroom 

What he has to do Is something 
quite different from and superior to 
any of the activities of his execu- 
tives, whether they be on deck or in 
the engineroom, in the’ wireless 
house or designing special menus and 
amusements for distinguished pas- 
sengera. The difference between him 
and them is not ae <difference of 
knowledge or even virtue. It is a dif- 
ference of responsibility. 


ORN in the ‘‘sixties,’’ the life of 
B wanes J. Carey, late master of 

the steamer Vestris, spanned the 
great days of steamships. When he 
went to sea in the ‘‘eighties'’’ the lines 
were all beginning Liners still had 
saila to help them along and to steady 
them in rough weather. They had 
sheaves built into bulwarks to haul the 
main yards round by steam winches 
They had tall funnels to keep cinders 
from the holystoned decks. They had 
elaborate fancy netting on the upper 
handrails. 

Young Carey belonged to a class of 
men who. have one of the beast names 
in the sea service of their country. He 
was a Liverpool Irishman. It was the 
most natural thing in the world for 
him, being what he was, to go to sea 
He went, and in due time, being what
